10. (Secret - JMM) During a luncheon conversation Frank Slatinshek, 
Assistant Chief Counsel, House Armed Services Committee, commented 
that: 

a. His recent trip to Southeast Asia with the My Lai Subcommittee 
demonstrated that it was hard for the Subcommittee members (Hebert, 
Stratton, Gubser, and Dickinson) to accept the idea that the Agency had 

no knowledge or responsibility regarding the My Lai affair. 

b. There is still some feeling that the Agency has been too 
conservative . in its estimates of the capabilities and missions of the 
new Soviet swingwing bomber--some members feel it may be at least 
comparable to the proposed U. S. Bl. 

c. The Agency image with the Committee is generally excellent- - 
we have no serious critics among them and we certainly stand out favorably 
in comparison with Pentagon briefers. 

d. There is serious concern in the Committee over the size of 
the community intelligence budget. 

11. (Internal Use Only - JGO) Met with Mr. Jon T. Miho, Research 
Assistant to Senator Hiram L. Fong (R. , Hawaii), and discussed with 

him the constituent letter from ^^^^^^^^^^^^^^oncerning United 
States activities in Haiti. Mr. Miho accepted the Agency's no comment 
policy on such matters and indicated that he would check the House 
Committee on Interstate and Foreign Co mmerce f or their latest report on 
the Haitian invasion attempts.
